Of course, the greatest slng-lo item 
in ancli cost is that of labor, but sure- 
ly Massachusetts must not reduce her 
wage scale. 
Similarly. Ii! we should 


take up, one by one, the various ele- 
ments entering into the cost of pro- 
duction of those articles in the manu- 
facture 
of which Massachusetts has 


met and must meet the competition of 
the south, I believe that we should 
find that, as a practical matter, there 
could be no real hope of an appre- 
ciable saving.

only 
solution seems to be, 


therefore—certainly from the 
stand- 


point of Massachusetts—that the terms 
upon which the south is able to com- 
pete with the north shall be so modi- 
fied that the competition shall be fair.

32 is a dangerous.proceeding: and quite 
a heavy penalty attaches if the hunters 
should fall into the hands of the war- 
dens. There arc those who claim that 
tile game wardens or their deputies ary 
not doing their whole duty. One nmn 
said today that while at Crystal laKo 


. a few days ago he heard considerable 


Fhootin? in the woods uncl he supposed 
that hunters wore after pheasants. 


It has been said.that foreigners who 


; KO Into the woods are not familiar with 


the game laws. 
This may be true in 


some cases but the fuel "remains that a 
great many foreigners • apply at 
the 


city clerk's nftice for hunting licenses 
and about all of them, it'is stated, aro 
quite familiar with the Massachusetts 
fish and game laws.'

LENOX, Oct. i.—"I firmly 
believe 


that American pluck and American en- 
ergy aro going to reassert themselves, 
and that American farmers, merchants,

the Kuropean- war Mr. Harding said:

countries actually engaged

Restoration 
of peace would act as* a removal of 
obstructions and would release a large 
volume of business now being held 
back, so that we are Justified, if we 
look ahead, in taking a more cheerful 
view of conditions which appear at 
this time to bo depressing, 
"Cotton goods are the cheapest 
oi! 


all textiles and should replace during 
hard times finer and more expensive 
fabrics. There Is no reason to doubt 
that the trade will ultimately absorb 
the world's production." 


Mr. Harding spoke of tho great cot- 


ton production in the south this year 


and of tho agitation for curtailment 
in acrcjveo next year, and added: 


"No welt informed men on southern 


conditions wil^ deny that further di- 
versification in' southern farming 
is 
desirable. But It would be most unfor- 
tunate if, by any chance, tho produc- 
tion of cotton next year should bo so 
small as to make the trade dependent 
Upon the present crop for tho greater 
portion of two years' supply. I shall 
not undertake to hazard any guesses 
as to the probable consumption of cot- 
ton within tho next few months, but 
I will bo bold enough to predict that 
as tho season progresses there will be 
a steadily increasing demand for raw 
cotton by the mills, with a marked in- 
crease in tho demand for export. Prac- 
tically all tho obstacles in tho way of 
exports to all foreign countries, ex- 
cept Germany and 
Austria-Hungary,

"I am violating no confidence when 


I state that rapid progress Is now be- 
ing made in the organization of the 
federal reserve banks, and it is my 
personal opinion that the system will 
become effective during the ensuing 
month.

his conduct of the affairs of tho elec- 
tions department. 


In 1912 and in years past there were 


216 precinct officers In the city. 
In 


days gone by they received $5 per day. 
but In 1012 they received 56 per, which 
aggregated, assuming that 
they all 


served, which they did not, $51S4. 


In 1013 the progressives demanded 


representation among the precinct of- 
ficers, and ns n. result tho number of 
officers was swelled to 263, and then it 
was 
thought 
that 
the 
limit 
wag 


reached. 
But the list of 1914 shows 


that it 
takes 
303 precinct 
officers, 


mostly "inspectors," whatever they aro. 
at a total cost of $7272, provided they 
all served, though some of them didn't. 
In tho recent caucuses, to run the elec- 
tions. 
The additional precinct officers 


appointed this year at $G per day are 
not progressives, but democrats and re- 
publicans, though the city had gotten 
along for years with a much less num- 
ber of each. 


This year the commissioner of finance 


has appointee! 40 more precinct officers 
than over before and of these 40 thorn 
were 24 who didn't show up on caucus 
day. and hence didn't get their $6 per 
for doinvr nothing-. Probably they didn't 
know that they had been appointed, 
and won't let It happen asain on tho 
throo 
dnys 
to 
come. Had they all 


showed up the cost of officers for the 
caucus Mono would havo been S1S13,

This year It took 42 precinct officers

there wero olgbt progressive officers In 
ward sovpn against six this year, so 
that the 11'extras are democrats and 
republicans. Ward two had the small-

1012. 
Ward five with 30 officers Is tho 


only ward in which no Increase was 
made. 


Some of these men who draw $8 per 


day as precinct officers, by n. tremend- 
ous effort, got up before 6 o'clock on 
election morning, report at the polls 
and then gr> about thMr business until 
tho close of the- polls when they return 
and hane around until the votes have 
been counted. The list of names is In- 
teresting., In ward one there are two 
well known lawyers on the list, gettlnc: 
their 56 per, like the humblest worker 
in tho ranks. In this ward also Is an- 
other precinct officer who IB on the Jury 
Hat as a "gentleman," which means 
that ho doesn't have to work for a liv- 
ing—except, of course, four days per 
year, when ho gives his services to the 
city at $6 per. 


Among the precinct officers, also, are 


city employes, who arc not supposed to 
draw two salaries from the city: busi- 
ness men who "holler" against munici- 
pal extravagance and high taxes, and 
there is one precinct officer, at least, 
•whose name will appftar on the ballot 
as a candidate.for office at the election 
at which he is to serve as an official. 
The Increase of precinct officers, to- 
gether with tho employment of addi- 
tional clerks, to write tax bills, form 
a needless expenditure of ovor S1000 
just at n time when the citlz&ns are 
chafing: over tho highest tax bills that 
nave ever been sent out from city hall, 
and sent by an administration whose 
cnmpftiirn cry has been "economy and 
reform." 


HnrtinR the Charter 


The present administration Is dolne

In North Carolina all 
j.ut 52 out of 47,231 worked 60 hours 
or more per week. In 'South Carolina 
nil but 450 out of 45,464 worked 60 
[tours or more a week. In Georgia all 
but 823 out of 27,503 worked 60 hours 
or more a week. These figures in- 
clude boys and girls ns Well as adults, 
and show that while 60 hours.or moro 
Is the practically universal nchedule 
in the south, less than GO hours a 


"If, then, the profits aro not unduly 


swollen or the stock watered, how can 
the cost of production be cut down? 
Of course, the greatest single Item 
In such cost is that of labor, hut sure- 
ly Massachusetts must not'reduce her 
wage scale. 
Similarly, if we should 


take up, one by one, the various ele- 
ments entering into the cost of pro- 
duction of those articles in tho manu- 
facture of which Massachusetts 
has 


met and must meet the competition of 
the south, "I believe that we should 
nnd that, as a practical matter, there 
could be no real hope of an • appre- 
ciable saving.

hail, April 9, 1913: The Lowell hoard 
of trade had addressed a-communlca- 
.tlon to the municipal council and the 
hearing: was on the communication. 
About all of the granges in the vicin- 
ity of Lowell were represented, 'and 
while grange masters and others dif- 
fered somewhat-in their views as to 
what should constitute a public mar- 
ket, they were all in favor of it. Noth- 
ing tangible, however, was arrived at. 


The matter stood at a standstill un- 
ti' Rep. Dennis A, Murphy took tho 
matter up and introduced a hill in the 
legislature providing that the matter 
be submitted to the people of Lowell at 
tho state election this year. The act 
is contained in chapter 153 of the acts 
and resolves and reads as follows: 
An(Act to Authorize the City of Lowell 
to Acquire and Rent Suitable Struc- 


• tures for a Municipal Market 
Be it enacted, etc., us follows: 


Section 1. The city of Lowell is 


hereby authorized to take, land and 
buildings,-or to-acquire the same by 
purchase or otherwise, or 
to 
build 


structures on land -owned-or acquired 


" by the said city, and to rent any such 
land or structures for use as a mu- 
nicipal market 


Section 2. The damages occasioned 


*" by the taking of lands, easements or 
rights under the authority of this act 
shall be determined In the same man- 
ner, as in tho case of .the taking ofi 
land for highway purposes. 


Section 3. This act shall be submit-? 
led'to the voters o£:thc city of Lowell 
at .the annual state election in the 
current year, and shall take effect up- 
on the official .ballot in • tho following 
form: "Shall the'city "of Lowell ac- 
quire or rent suitable structures for a 
municipal market?" 


(Approved March 11, 1914.)

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Local Hunters Getting Ready for 


Big Game—Deer Season Open 
in Maine 


If you have been out in the country 


within ..the' lust few days you probably 
have heard the popping1 of guns; not 
the fierce fighting guns of the Germans 
or the allies, but just plain "hunting 
pieces," and they do toll that the war 
being waged by the hunters is not a 
legal one. 


The law has declared war on the 


pheasants, but the war is not supposed 
to begin until Oct.-12. • Some hunters, 
however, are accused of having opened 
war on tiu-se charming birds more,than 
a 
week -ago; -These hunters, It. is 


claimed, did not ask permission to cross 
neutral territory, but went any old 
place where a" pheasant showed 
its 


head. 


The shooting of pheasants before Oct. 


12 is a dangerous proceeding and quite 
a heavy penalty attaches if the hunters 
should fall into the hands of the war- 
dens. There are those who claim that 
the game'wardens or their deputies are 
not doing their whole duty. One man 
said today that while at Crystal lake 
a few days apo he heard considerable1 
shooting in the woods and ho supposed 
that hunters were after pheasants. 
H has been said that foreigners who 


go into the woods .arc not familiar with 
the gaino laws. This may be true in 
aoino cases but the fact remains that a 
great many foreigners apply at the 
city clerk's ofllcc for hunting licenses 
'and about all of them, it is stated. arc 
'quite familiar with the Massachusetts 
fish and game laws. 
The fall hunters arc 
beginning to 


take out their licenses now and they 
ore all talking pheasants. 
It seems 
almost a pity to kill so beautiful a 
bird as tho pheasant but, hunters are 
hunters, and law is law. Every fellow 
in Lowell who is in the habit of car- 
rying a gun into tho woods is polishing 
up the barrel for the pheasant season. 
If the 
1 poor birds could bo made to un- 


derstand that the law would not pro- 
tect them for ono month they would 
probably devise ways and means to gut 
out of the way. They might employ 
Germans to build 
entrenchments 
for 
them. 


The men who arc looking forwan 


with the glad expectation of the hunte 
to the day that tho law. .will .relax its 
hold on tho pheasant have picked thel: 
hunting grounds in advance. Each am 
every one of them knows juat where t< 
find a ilock of pheasants and a good 
many- disappointments are looked for 
inasmuch as the whereabouts of a cer- 
tain .(lock Is known to more than on< 
hunter. 


No hunter, if he observes the law. 


will take more than two pheasants In 
one day or'inoro-than six In one season 
Tho open season, as heretofore stated 
Is from Oct. 12 to Nov. 12, inclusive, ir 
the counties of Barnstable, 
Norfolk 


Middlesex, Essex, 'Worcester, 'Hampden 
and Berkshire. Only shotguns can.bo 
used and each killing'must'be reported 
in writing to the state ilsh and game 
commission within 24 hours, statin 
day, town, number and sex killed.

The city council asked the opinion 


• of the solicitor on the following ques- 


tions: 


(1) Whether or not the city coun- 


cil has a right to elect a mayor for 
the balance of the unexpired term of 
the late mayor's term and whether 
there should he a. special election by 


- the people to elect a mayor? 


(2) 
"Would lt.be Illegal for the clty 


council to call a- special election De- 


' cember Sth, 1!U4 for the purpose of 


choosing a. candidate to be- elected 
mayor by the city council? 


(3) Is it mandatory requiring- the 


. city council to elect a mayor to act 
until January 1st, 1916? 


The answers to these questions. de- 


' pend upon what interpretation may 
be placed upon those- sections of tho 
charter "that 
deal 
with 
vacancies, 
especially. Section 60, which Is as fol- 
lows:- 


Sectton 60. "If there be a vacancy, 


by failure to elect or otherwise, In 
the city council the council shall, by 
Us remaining rnembors, call a special 
city election to fill the vacancy or va- 


cancies for tho unexpired term or terms; 
except that If such vacancy or vacan- 
cies occur less than four months prior 
to the annual city election, tho city 
council shall, by Ha remaining mem- 
bers, (111 the vacancy or vacancies for 
the unexpired term or terms respec- 
tively. 
A person elected to fill any 


such vacancy shall, before 
entering 


upon the duties of his ofilce, take oath 
before the city clerk or a Justice of 
the ponce faithfully 
to perform tho 


same."

Tho determination of tho railroad to 


return to the old rates Is based on 
tho decision of the supreme court in 
CMough and Martin against the rail- 
road, whereby the railroad is allowed 
to lix such rates upon any commodity 
as in the aggregate shall not be higher 
than tho aggregate 
of 
the 
rates 


charged upon the commodity prior.to 
the consolidation. 


Tho Boston <t Maine has also asked 


tho public service commission for a 
rehearing in the matter of tho com- 
mission's refusal to allow an increase 
in mileage book passenger rates- 


If the commission does not change 


its decision In this .matter the rail- 
road will take an appeal to the su-

Tax rates, of themselves, mean nothing, for as Tho Sun 


has long contended, if a city gets an adequate return for a high tax rate 
it is better off than the city that gets a slight return for a low tax 


rate. 
As ihe Newburyport Herald remarked in a recent editorial: 
"It is 


better to pay a .*25 tax rate- and get $25 worth of improvements and 
civic activities than to pay a. jf'15 tax rate and only get $10 value, 


in return." 


Applying this truth to locnl conditions we may well ask: 
Is Lowell 


giving its citizens an adequate return for the $21.00 lax rate or for 
ihe J24.57 per enpita tax payment? 
If so, where is it to bo seen'?

Superfluous Election omcem 


The payroll-for tho election officers 


who-served at the recent primaries has 
boon sont to the auditor's ofllce and Its 
amount, $1674, leads to the disclosure 
of interesting facts relative to tho man- 
ner In which economy has been prac- 
ticed by the comrrtssioner of finance in 
his conduct of the affairs of tho elec- 
tions department. 


In 1912 and In years past there "were 


216 precinct officers in the city. 
In 


days gone by they received $5 per day. 
but In 1312 they received $6 per, which 
aggregated, assuming that they all 
served, which they did not, $5184. 


In 1913 the 
progressives demanded 
representation among the precinct of- 
flcors, and as n result the number of 
officers was swelled to 263, and then it 
was thought that the limit 
-was 


reached. 
But the list of 19H shows 


that It takes 303 precinct officers, 
mostly "Inspectors," whatever they ar«*. 
at a total cost of $7272, provided they 
all served, though some of them didn't. 
In tho recent caucuses, to run the elec- 
tions. The additional precinct officers 
appointed this year at $6 per day are 
not progressives, but democrats and re- 
publicans, though tho city had gotten 
along for years with a much less num- 
ber of each. 


This year tho commissioner of flnanco 


has appointed 40 more precinct officers 
than ever before and of these 40 thero 
were 2-1 who didn't show up on caucus 
day, and hence didn't get their ?6 per 
for doing nothing', Prob'ably they didn't 
know that they had been appointed, 
and won't let It happen neain on thd 
throe days 
to 
come. Had they all 


showed up tho cost of officers for the 
caucus alone would have been $1813, 
but 2-t remained away and the cost was 
$1674. 


This year it took 42 precinct officers 


tn hold the caucuses in ward seven 
ngainst 33 last year, and 24 in 1912. As 
this Is tho finance commissioner's home 
ward it might appear that he had somo 
doubts as to the voting ability and be- 
havior of bis neighbors. L/nst year 
there were eight progressive officers in 
ward aevon against six this year, so 
that the 11 extras aro democrats and 
republicans. "Ward two had tho small- 
est number of precinct 
officers 
this 
year, 2G, against 28 lost year nnd 24 in 
1912. 
TVard five with 30 officers la tho 


only ward In which no increase was 
made. 


Some of these men who drnw $6 per 
day as precinct officers, by a tremend- 
ous effort, get up before 6 o'clock on 
election morning, report at the polla 
and then go about their business until 
the close of the polls when they return 
and hang1 around until tho votes have 
been counted. The list of names Is In- 
teresting. In -ward one there are two 
well known lawyers on the list, getting 
their $6 per, like the humblest worker 
In the ranks. In this ward also Is an- 
other precinct officer who is on the jury 
list as a "gentleman," which means 
that he doesn't have to work for a liv- 
ing1—except, of course, four days per 
year, when ho gives his services to the 
city at $6 par. 


Among the precinct officers, also, are 


city employes, who are not supposed to 
draw two salaries from the city; busi- 
ness men who "holler" against munici- 
pal extravagance and high taxes, and 
there Is ono precinct officer, at least, 
whoso name will appear on the ballot 
as a candidate for office at the election 
at which he Is to serve as an official. 
Tho Increase of precinct officers, to- 
gether with the employment of addi- 
tional clerks, to write tax bills, form 
a needless expenditure of over $1000 
just at a time when the citizens are 
chafing over the highest tax bills that 
have ever been sent out from city hall, 
and sent by an administration -whose 
campaign cry has been "economy and 
reform." 


Hnrtlnsr the Charter 


The present administration Is doing 
more to make the charter unpopular 
than all of Its outspoken enemies v?ho 
stumped the city when tha change of 
government was proposed. The pres- 
ent administration !s violating the 
promises and claims of the proponents 
of the charter and those violations con- 
sist of the secret meetings of the mu- 
nicipal council; doing city work 
by 


contract and the importation of outside 
labor to do the work together with the 
violation of other promises such as that 
mado to the. board of trade to reduce 
the cost of lighting1, the promises to 
tho French-American voters and finally 
that errand old promise of equal rights 
for all, special privileges to none.

Revenge for French Defeat 44 
Years Ago—Germans Led Into 
Trap Which Cost Them Thou- 
sands of Men 


LONDON, Oct. 1.—During the stra- 


tegical retreat of the allies southward 
!rom the Belgian frontier the French 
xoops exacted 
from 
the Germans 


jloody revenge for the French defeat 
at Sedan 44 years before. 
On this 


same battlefield, according to the Paris 
correspondent of the Daily Mail, 
the 


Germans suffered one of the worst 
defeats of their present invasion. They 
were led into a trap which cost them 
thousands of men, he says. 
The 


French could have beld their position 
ndeflnitely but strategy required them 
to continue falling- back with the re- 
mainder of the allies along the line. 
Here Is the story of the second battle 
of Sedan as told by the correspondent: 


"The French general has ordered his 


troops to fall back across tho river 


and take up positions on the opposite 
heights. 
The bridges were mined but 


were left standing in order to deceive 
the Germans into thinking that the 
French were retreating hastily. 
The 


ruso succeeded. 
The 
Germans 
ad- 


vanced across the bridges 
in 
close 


formation. 
When several 
German 


regiments had crossed, the 
French 


blew up tho bridges and tho French 
artillery ran down 'the German lines 
which retreated hastily to the river, 
only to find the bridges gone. 


"The French 
regiments 
then 
ad- 


vanced with quick flrers and the mer- 
ciless slaughter continued till dusk. 
Many Germans throw down their arma 
and attempted to swim the river .and 
large numbers were drowned. . When 
nightfall came, the French brought up 
searchlights and continued tho .work 
of carnage. 


"Tho artillery threw shells at the 


rate of a dozen rounds a- minute into 


the German ranks and varied Its tac-' 
tics by throwing incendiary shells' into 
tho forest where part of the German 
force had taken refuge. 
The burn- 


ing woods lit up tho wholo front of 15 
miles. 


"In the morning an armstice of two ' 


hours was granted to allow the Ger- 
mans to bury 
their 
dend; 
The 


French had suffered the loss of only a 
handful."
